The threat o f a slash in allo catio ns o f highway 
funds to the states, pro bably effectiv e by No v . 1, has 
just been deliv ered by Transpo rtatio n Secretary Alan 
S. Bo y d to the Go v erno rs o f the 5 0 states. Halting 
o r slo wing highway wo rk wo uld hav e an immediate 
effect in slo wing the eco no my and reducing the infla­ 
tio n. but it will hav e no effect o n spending in the 
regular budget. 
The po int is that highway funds are paid o ut o f 
a special trust fund earmarked o nly fo r ro ads and 
entirely financed by special user tax es o n trucks and 
auto mo biles. Reducing highway co nstructio n do es no t 
cut the general spending which wo uld reduce the huge 
budget deficit asked by the Ho use Way s and Means 
Co mmittee t>efo re it will pass the pro po sed 10 per 
cent surtax fo r Ho use actio n. 
An earlier o rder, halting big new co mmitments by 
Go v ernment agencies fo r co nstructio n and o ther ma­ 
jo r pro jects, had been taken by members o f Co ngress, 
no t as an eco no my measure, but as pressure to mo v e 
the surtax fo rwaix i o r lo se po litically mo tiv ated “ po rk 
barrel" pro jects. The po ssible freeze o n highway co n­ 
structio n is regarded in the same manner. 
Go v erno rs, awai'e that highway funds do no t co me 
fro m the Treasury but fro m user tax es, were o utraged 
by the threat o f {XDstpo ning new wo rk. Mo st hav e 
planned their state eco no mies aro und the highway 
wo rk. They see a sto p as damaging to their state as 
well as halting ro ad pro gress. It is a po o r way to sav e 
mo ney when the mo ney held back do es no t co unt 
against the inco me tax es that are to be raised.

Then Rogers Hornsby , play ­ 
ing for the Cardinals here, 
turned the trick at

Many big leaguers will tell 
y ou there are two chief rea­ 
sons for the fall-off Today ’s 
super-concentration on bang­ 
ing home runs, which is what 
the public wants to see, is 
their No. 1 explanation.

WASHINGTON — Behind 
the rosy Vietnam communi­ 
ques, the blunt truth is that 
the South Vietnamese army 
simply is incapable of holding 
and pacify ing the country side 
which the Americans have 
won from the Viet Cong. 
This means U. S. forces will 
not be able to leave South 
Vietnam and turn the defense 
of the country over to tht 
home troops as they did in 
South Korea following the Ko­ 
rean War. For y ears to come, 
American troops will not be 
able to withdraw from South 
Vietnam without inviting the 
Viet Cong to tak e over. 
No less than Secretary of 
Defense McNamara has ad­ 
mitted 
privately 
that 
the 
South Vietnamese army does 
not compare with the South 
Korean army . If the Ameri­ 
cans should pull out of Viet­ 
nam following a peace agree­ 
ment, the South Vietnamese 
army would not be able to 
prevent the Viet Cong from 
moving right back into the 
positions they occupied before 
the first American combat 
troops arrived. 
This is one reason for the 
private pessimism of many 
top officials regarding the 
ultimate end of the war. 
U. S. military men blame 
the French for the South 
Vietnamese arm y ’s incompe­ 
tence. The French failed to 
build up a qualified Vietna­ 
mese officer’s corps, so that 
today it is drastically short 
of capable leaders. Many of 
its 
officers 
were 
commis­ 
sioned more because of whom 
they k new than what they 
k new. They also have an ap­ 
palling record for corruption. 
Personal greed comes before 
patriotic duty . 
Yet neither the French nor 
the Vietnamese are fully to 
blame. After all, the United 
States 
has 
been 
advising, 
training and equipping the 
South Vietnamese army for 
more than 12 y ears. One prob­ 
lem is that the American ad­ 
visers 
taught 
the 
South 
Vietnamese the wrong tac­ 
tics, 
namely 
the 
outdated 
warfare of World War II. 
No Guerrilla Training 
The Vietnamese themselves 
wanted 
counter - insurgency 
training and suggested es­ 


tablishing para-military units 
based on the home grounds 
they k new best. But only a 
few para-military o ut f i t s 
were trained by the Green 
Berets. 
The bulk of the South Viet­ 
namese army was drilled in 
conventional tactics to hold 
off a Korcan-sty le invasion, 
which 
never 
materialized. 
The military lessons, which 
many 
of 
the 
Vietnamese 
learned well, turned out to be 
the wrong lessons. 
Result: The Viet Congs 
sty le of guerrilla warcfare, 
not unlik e that used by our 
own forefathers to wrest in­ 
dependence from the British, 
often confounded those who 
fought by the book . 
Not until the Viet Cong 
abandoned their tested guer­ 
rilla tactics and began mass­ 
ing for conventional battles 
and -alienating the populace 
by conscription and taxation, 
did they start losing. Their 
battalions, gathered in jungle 
bivouacs, unable to disperse 
among 
the 
people, 
were 
caught by our spoiling at­ 
tack s. 
Disaffected 
peasants 
also began passing along in­ 
telligence that enabled us to 
beat the guerrillas at their 
own game and catch them by 
surprise. 
Gen. 
Wililam 
Westmore­ 
land, the American command­ 
er, has done a masterful job 
of fathoming and thwarting 
Viet Cong tactics. Now the 
Viet Cong are reverting to 
their original guerrilla meth­ 
ods. 
Westmoreland’s 
men 
have been quick to adjust, 
but not the South Vietna­ 
mese. They have applied the 
wrong lessons learned from 
their American advisers. 
Belatedly , the U. S. Army 
tacitly ack nowledged its mis­ 
tak es and has started to re­ 
train the South Vietnamese 
army in the counter-insur­ 
gency tactics the Vietnamese 
wanted 12 y ears ago.

Whatever others may say 
about the matter, the gover­ 
nor is sternly convinced that 
Hughes then tried to "lever” 
him by passing word that his 
outlook on the war was un­ 
dergoing a change. 
The governor is sufficiently 
vehement on the subject so 
that one of his entourage now 
brands Hughes’ alleged man­ 
euvering a "perfidious act.” 
Both privately and publicly . 
Rock efeller is insisting that he 
has not altered his fundamen­ 
tal position. 
Sitting nearby 
when an aide took i a tele­ 
phone call on the issue, the 
governor shouted encourage­ 
ment when the man said “no 
change” several times. 
His 
simplest public comment, ut­ 
tered on an upstate tour, 
was: "Not true.” 
Again and again on the 
tour, he declared: 
"When I change. I’ll tell 
y ou.” 
Yet many Republican fig­ 
ures, including New York City 
May or John Lindsay and New 
York ’s Sen.

Rock efeller’s attitudes would 
be widely read as a develop­ 
ment intended to heighten his 
utility as a possible moderate 
fall-back candidate in the 19 68 
presidential race. 
Sk eptics may say that the 
governor’s evident indignation 
at reports of change is mere­ 
ly the annoy ance of a politi­ 
cian caught switching. 
But 
observers

queried such staunch friends 
of Rock efeller as Gov. John 
Chaffee of Rhode Island (now 
a Romney back er) say they 
find the New York er standing 
fast. 
And, contrary to some 
accounts, he is still publicly 
urging Americans to support 
the President. 
Rock efeller has no present 
intention of mak ing a major, 
detailed restatement of his

position.

him out. Relative silence has 
been his posture for a long 
time, on the theory that “out­ 
siders” lack the information 
needed to devolop specifics on 
Vietnam. 
He did not alway s see it 
this way .

he issued a 3,000-word Viet­ 
nam policy statement (it was

Plainly , 
any 
imaginable 
center-ward shift by Rock e­ 
feller might need to travel a 
good deal farther than just 
"away from President John­ 
son’s policies.”

Political Winds 
County Judgeship - - The Big Political Battle

The big political battle being waged in Ulster County 
is for County Judge—not only does the position carry with 
it a 10-year term at $25,000 per, but because’ a State 
Supreme Court Judgeship— a 14 year term at about $31,000 
($6,000 more a year)— rests at top of the ladder. 
Judge Harry E. Schirick has already resigned from 
one of the three Ulster Supreme Court slots, and Judge 
Roscoe V. Epworth will step down in a year or so. When 
Els worth does step down, Ulster County will be left with 
only one Supreme Judge (Louis G. Bruhn) and another 
will be appointed shortly thereafter. 
So, both incumbent County Judge Raymond J. Mino 
and challenger John J. Schick are battling tooth and nail 
for this one. 
To spotlight the Mino-Schick campaign, let’s turn, for 


** » 


a moment on each candidate’s splinter party endorse­ 
ments. 
Schick who sought the Liberal Party endorsement but 
failed to get it, took the Conservative nod instead. 
Schick’s reasoning was easy to understand: by getting 
himself on the Conservative line, he could possibly offset 
the conservative image of the Republicans and pick up 
dissident GOP votes from people who would never think 
of voting Democratic hut who could be led to line “C” in 
order to demonstrate their hostility to the top of the ticket. 
As for why the Conservatives nominated Schick: to 
drive a wedge between the Resnick 
Democrats and the 
Schick Democrats in hopes of using the device to force 
a Resnick defeat in 1968. Unless Schick plays along, this 
kind of deviousness may be just a little bit too clever for 
the Conservatives to pull off, even though there could not 
be too much love lost between the Congressman and the 
former assistant D.A. from Kingston. 
As for Mine’s accepting the Liberal endorsement: 
probably to get a second 
line on the ballot, but 
the 
Liberal strategy appears to 
have been merely to 
give the 
nod to Schick’s opponent. 
Mino, of course, came to Liberal meetings and actively 
sought the endorsement, bul some Liberal leaders are 
upset because their advice and consent has not been asked 


for throughout the span of the Mino campaign. 
Also, Liberals are annoyed with the makeup of a 
number of Mino signs and billboards which make no 
mention of the Liberal Party or Liberty Bell symbol.

Congressman Joseph Y. Resnick told an audience at 
New Paltz State University Tuesday that he would re­ 
main loyal to President Johnson’s Vietnam policy even if 
it meant an armed invasion of North Vietnam. 
The Ellenville Democrat also told a similar New Paltz 
audience this past winter that the U.S. had been assured 
by those so-called ‘‘informed sources” close to the State 
Department that the Chinese would only enter the war if 
the U.S. crossed the 17th parallel. 
• Well, the 17jh parallel pretty well forms the dividing 
line between North and South Vietnam, so, by Resnick’s 
own logic, he would support an action that would lead us 
into a war with China. 
No one should be allowed to get away with that kind 
of statement, nor with the further comments, made this 
past Tuesday, that the Vietnam War’s unpopularity comes 
from young men ‘‘who want to evade everything” and from 
mothers “who don’t want their darling little boys to leave 
home.” 


The Congressman may realize that many mothers are 
not so concerned about their son’s leaving as they are about 
what kind of condition they will be in when they arrive 
back home. 


As for young men not wanting to go over to that tragic 
Southeast Asian nation: it is not merely because they 
“want to evade everything” but because some are genuinely 
confused about American objectives over there, and others 
are truly opposed to the objectives. 
Perhaps the most unpopular war prior to the Vietnam 
venture was the Mexican War of 1846— when many felt 
the LLS. wanted to steal land from the Mexicans— but the 
Congressman must know that many objections to the 
present conflict are valid— and if he wants to say, as so 
many are these days, “Well, now that we are over there, 
regardless of how we get there, we should go on and win” 
then he is guilty of the same base reasoning that his more 
conservative adversaries are. 
The self-proclaimed “rubber stamp” for the Johnson 
administration may be faced with more sober reflections if 
this war continue* to escalate and those pine boxes continue 
to pile up. 
Resnick and Johnson, of course, will both be subjected 
to the glaring light of history.

Highway Fund Slash 


The threat of a slash in allocations of highway 
funds to the states, probably effective by Nov. I, has 
just been delivered by Transportation Secretary Alan 
S. Boyd to th*' Governors of the 50 states. Halting 
or slowing highway work would have an immediate 
effect in slowing the economy and reducing the infla­ 
tion, but it will have no effect on spending in the 
regular budget. 
The point is that highway funds are paid out of 
a special trust fund earmarked only for roads and 
entirely financed by special user taxes on trucks and 
automobiles. Reducing highway construction does not 
cut the general spending which would reduce the huge 
budget deficit asked by the House Ways and Means 
Committee before it will pass the proposed IO per 
o u t surtax for House action. 
An earlier order, halting big new commitments by 
Government agencies for construction and other ma­ 
jor projects, had been taken by members of Congress, 
not as an economy measure, but as pressure to move 
the surtax forward or lose politically motivated “pork 
l»aiTel" projects. The possible freeze on highway con­ 
struction is regarded in the same manner. 
Governors, aware that highway funds do not come 
f rom the Treasury but from user taxes, were outraged 
by the threat of [>ostponing new work. Most have 
planned their state economies around the highway 
work. They see a stop as damaging to their state as 
well as halting road progress. It is a poor way to save 
money when the money held back does not count 
against the income taxes that are to be raised. 


By refusing to reconsider its 5 to 4 vote convict­ 
ing the Rev'. Dr. Martin Luther King and seven other 
clergymen of contempt of court for leading a segrega­ 
tion demonstration banned by court order the Su­ 
preme Court left it to an Alabama court to deal with 
the offenders. They may be jailed for 5 days and fined 
£50 each, the sentences originally passed on them.

WASHINGTON — Behind 
the rosy Vietnam communi­ 
ques, the blunt truth Is that 
the South Vietnamese army 
simply is incapable of holding 
and pacifying the countryside 
which the Americans have 
won from the Viet Cong. 
This means U. S. forces will 
not be able to leave South 
Vietnam and turn the defense 
of the country over to th* 
home troops as they did in 
South Korea following the Ko­ 
rean War. For years to come, 
American troops will not be 
able to withdraw from South 
Vietnam without inviting the 
Viet Cong to take over. 
No less than Secretary of 
Defense McNamara has ad­ 
mitted 
privately 
that 
the 
South Vietnamese army does 
not compare with the South 
Korean army. If the Ameri­ 
cans should pull out of Viet­ 
nam following a peace agree­ 
ment, the South Vietnamese 
army would not be able to 
prevent the Viet Cong from 
moving right back into the 
positions they occupied before 
the first American combat 
troops arrived. 
This is one reason for the 
private pessimism of many 
top officials regarding the 
ultimate end of the war. 
U. S. military men blame 
the French for the South 
Vietnamese army’s incompe­ 
tence. The French failed to 
build up a qualified Vietna­ 
mese officer’s corps, so that 
today it is drastically short 
of capable leaders. Many of 
its officer* 
were 
commis­ 
sioned more because of whom 
they knew than what they 
k n ew . They also have an ap­ 
palling record for corruption. 
Personal greed comes before 
patriotic duty. 
Yet neither the French nor 
the Vietnamese are fully to 
blame. After all, the United 
States 
has been 
advising, 
training and equipping the 
South Vietnamese army for 
more than 12 years. One prob­ 
lem is that the American ad­ 
visers 
taught 
the 
South 
Vietnamese the wrong tac­ 
tics, 
namely 
the outdated 
warfare of World War II. 
No Guerrilla Training 
The Vietnamese themselves 
wanted 
counter • Insurgency 
training and suggested es­ 


tablishing para-military units 
based on the home grounds 
they knew best. But only a 
few para-military o u t f i t s 
were trained by the Green 
Berets. 
The bulk of the South Viet­ 
namese army was drilled in 
conventional tactics to hold 
off a Korean-style invasion, 
which 
never 
materialized. 
The military lessons, which 
many 
of 
the 
Vietnamese 
learned well, turned out to be 
the wrong lessons. 
Result: The Viet Congs 
style of guerrilla warefare, 
not unlike that used by our 
own forefathers to wrest in­ 
dependence from the British, 
often confounded those who 
fought by the book. 
Not until the Viet Cong 
abandoned their tested guer­ 
rilla tactics and began mass­ 
ing for conventional battles 
and -alienating the populace 
by conscription and taxation, 
did they start losing. Their 
battalions, gathered in jungle 
bivouacs, unable to disperse 
among 
the 
people, 
were 
caught by our spoiling at­ 
tacks. Disaffected peasants 
also began passing along in­ 
telligence that enabled us to 
beat the guerrillas at their 
own game and catch them by 
surprise. 
Gen. 
William 
Westmore­ 
land, the American command­ 
er, has done a masterful job 
of fathoming and thwarting 
Viet Cong tactics. Now the 
Viet Cong are reverting to 
their original guerrilla meth­ 
ods. 
Westmoreland’s 
men 
have been quick to adjust, 
but not the South Vietna­ 
mese. They have applied the 
wrong lesson* learned from 
their American advisers. 
Belatedly, the U. S. Army 
tacitly acknowledged its mis­ 
takes and has started to re­ 
train the South Vietnamese 
army in the counter-insur­ 
gency tactics the Vietnamese 
wanted 12 years ago.

Rocky Is Riled by Reports 
He Switched Viet Position 


Congress Only Talks 
About Cuts in Spending

The report is that Hughes, 
an outspoken dove, submitted 
a position paper to Rocke 
feller, urging him to shift 
toward middle ground on Viet­ 
nam. The governor says flat 
ly to friends that he rejected 
it. 
Whatever others may say 
about the matter, the gover­ 
nor is sternly convinced that 
Hughes then tried to “lever" 
him by passing word that his 
outlook on the war was un­ 
dergoing a change. 
The governor is sufficiently 
vehement on the subject so 
that one of his entourage now 
brands Hughes' alleged man­ 
euvering a ‘‘perfidious act.” 
Both privately and publicly. 
Rockefeller is insisting that he 
has not altered his fundamen­ 
tal position. 
Sitting nearby 
when an aide took a tele­ 
phone call on the issue, the 
governor shouted encourage­ 
ment when the man said ’ no 
change” several times. 
His 
simplest public comment, ut­ 
tered on an upstate tour, 
was: "Not true.” 
Again and again on the 
tour, he declared: 
"When I change. I’ll tell 
you." 
Yet many Republican tig- 
urea. including New York City 
Mayor John Lindsay and New 
York’s Sen. Jacob Javits. be­ 
lieve the governor HAS taken 
up a more flexible Vitnam 
stance and, at the very least, 
will 
stop commending 
the 
President’s policies. 
One leader says the gover­ 
nor’s effort is “to move to

the middle without getting 
caught.” It is hard to see how 
Rockefeller can bring this 
off, what with assorted chron­ 
iclers poking into his private 
utterances on the subject.

Skeptics may say that the 
governor’s evident indignation 
at reports ct change is mere­ 
ly the annoyance of a politi­ 
cian caught switching. 
But observers 
who have 
queried such staunch friends 
of Rockefeller as Gov. John 
Chaffee of Rhode Island (now 
a Romney backer) say they 
find the New Yorker standing 
fast. 
And, contrary to some 
accounts, he is still publicly 
urging Americans to support 
the President. 
Rockefeller has no present 
intention of making a major, 
detailed restatement of his 
Vietnam 
position. 
He 
is 
fending off attempts to draw 


him out. Relative silence has 
been his posture for a long 
time, on the theory that "out­ 
siders” lack the information 
needed to devolop specifics on 
Vietnam. 
He did not always see it 
this way. On April 27, 1964, 
during the Oregon primary, 
he issued a 3,000 word Viet­ 
nam policy statement (it was 
a year before our heavy entry 
into the war), calling for 
South Vietnamese bombing of 
Red supply routes in Laos and 
North 
Vietnam, 
for 
South 
Vietnamese “hot pursuit’’ of 
Viet 
Cong 
guerrillas 
into 
sanctuaries in those two coun­ 
tries and Cambodia, for warn­ 
ings to these lands to close out 
the sanctuaries, for an end to 
U.S. military adviser with­ 
drawals until a better situa­ 
tion justified the action. The 
governor even blamed ad­ 
ministration approval of a 
neutral Laotian government 
as helping to demoralize South 
Vietnam. 
Plainly, 
any 
imaginable 
center ward shift by Rocke­ 
feller might need to travel a 
good deal farther than just 
away from President John­ 
son's policies.”
